Medicine 
Stockpile 
Too Tiny 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Stockpiles of medicine will run 
out while Ameriesns sre wsit- 
Ing in line for trestment sfter 
sn all-out nuclear attack, 
government officials warned 
Saturday. 

That’s why the Office of 
Civil and Defence Mobilization 
is irked that Congress has 
failed since 1956 to appropri¬ 
ate additional funds for stock¬ 
piling medicine. 

Some $325,000,000 worth of 
medicine is svallsbte to cope 
with s nuclear disaster. This 
is estimated as enough to 
treat only 5,000,000 persons 
for three weeks or 15,000.000 
persona for one week. 

A spokesman told UPI this 
was “not nearly enough” 
medicine to treat anticipated 
casualties. He said the agency 
was preparing a iUt of mini¬ 
mum needs. 

He said sufficient portable 
hospitals sre now ready.

Those magazines 
make it appear as a sordid infirmity. 

What people read those books? Some of them 
are ordinary people who get their secret kicki 
from smut. 

Mostly, however, I think they are the sort of 
people you see on Granville Street after dark. 

In case you haven’t been In Vancouver lately, 
thaf one-time smart shopping thoroughfare is being 
rapidly taken over by creeps — slouching, loud- 
talking Jostlers and woman-molesters.

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A Duncan Hero 


T he local arts council of the 
Cowichan community have 
recommended to the Duncan city 
council that the memory of Major 
C. F. Hoey, VC, should be recognized. 
The idea Is to take advantage of the 
. icreation of a new city parking lot by 
beautifying it and in some way 
a.ssociafe Mth it the name of the 
Burma hero. Nothing could befit 
the city of Duncan better. 

Major Hoey was one of its own 
sons. He was bom, raised and edu¬ 
cated there. He served in the local 
militia before deciding on an army 
career by going to England, where 
his quality took him to Sandhurst 
and a commission in the Lincolnshire 
Regiment. It was with the Lincoln* 
he served when adding the Victoria 
Cross to an earlier-won Military 
Cross. 

The official citation describes his 
“outstanding gallantry and leader¬ 
ship,” but it is the story of his feat 
t^at quickens the imagination. A 
vital Japanese hill post had to be 


captured and Major Hoey was heard 
to say “we will take it whatever the 
cost.** The cost was his own life 
aiTMmg others, as he led the way and 
personally wiped out several enemy 
positions after being twice wounded. 
He fell only after he reached the 
objective. 

— The posthunrwu* award of the 
empire’s highest and moit coveted 
military decoration came shortly 
afterward*;. It was presented to hi* 
mother, Mrs. Ferguson Hoey, at 
Government Hou.se here by Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor W. C. Woodward in 
Januar>', 194.5. Thus was bravery 
above and beyond the call of duty 
deservedly recognized. 

The name of Major Charle* F. 
Hoey is a bright one in the Cowichan 
valley from which he sprung. It is 
an inspiration to Island youth In its 
example of selfless endeavor. TTie 
city of Duncan will honor itself by 
honoring its illustrious son, who lie* 
on a hill-top in Burma with the 
letters “VC” proclaiming hi* stature. 


A Test with a Purpose 


G reat Britain’s first breeder 

reactor for the production of en¬ 
riched uranium fuels went into 
operation last week, as the culmina¬ 
tion of many months of scientific and 
engineering effort. At Dounreay, 
where the massive plant is installed, 
an inner core of enriched nuclear 
fuel was made active at heat and 
pres.sure levels not attempted before. 
The product after exposure of the 
main mass of uranium to the intense 
activity of the volatile core will be 
plutonium, itself an enriched nuclear 
fuel many times more potent than 
uranium in its refined state. Tech¬ 
nically known as a fast breeder re¬ 
actor, Dounreay is the most advanced 
nuclear furnace of its kind in the 
world. 

Bev’ond the notable scientific and 
engineering achievements of the test 
station is a serious purpose. Britain 
has already placed a subsidiary part 
of the load on thermal energy^ gen¬ 
eration of electricity for its national 
grid On gas-cooled, graphite¬ 
moderated nuclear furnaces using 
ordinary uranium fuels. It* plan* 
call for a gradual transfer of not less 
than one-third of such energy de¬ 
velopment to the nuclear process. Up 
to now thr operating costs have been 
higher than would he industrially 
economical granted even the greatest 
degree of utilization. If Dounreay 
lives up to its expectations mounting 


quantities of enriched nuclear fuel* 
will be the outcome with direct 
economic results. 

A fast breeder reactor literally 
gives back more fuel than is needed 
to energize it. The gain comes in a 
more compact, more adaptable and 
more potent form, of much higher 
value than the uranium burned. 
While Dounreay is new* and exper¬ 
ience has yet to be weighed, the ex¬ 
pectation is that it will run with little 
change until it has completed the 
transformation of it* first full 
charge. The enriched nuclear fuel 
then extracted can he u.sed in many 
ways, but with the important conse¬ 
quence that it will have been much 
more cheaply acquired than is pos¬ 
sible now’. One use of the enriched 
product may he for marine nuclear 
engines. Another, of course, is the 
prospect of lowering the costs of 
electric generation. A third result is 
in a backlog of plutonium for defence 
and other purposes. 

If Dounreay gives the results it 
was designed for there may be sig¬ 
nificant consequences not only for 
Britain’s internal program, hut also 
on the practicability of using en¬ 
riched nuclear fuels for industrial 
purposes in the world. Up to now’ the 
high cost factor has held back 
development of nuclear reactors for 
civilian use. If fast breeder reactors 
cut that cost an enormous source of 
energy' would become available. 


One Man’s Poison 


TN the Ontario Supreme Court the 

other day. five Canadian manu¬ 
facturing companies w'ere fined an 
aggr^'gate of $80,000 for conspiring 
to prevent competition In the sale of 
metal culverts and drainage equip¬ 
ment through price fixing. 

Two days later, the Public Utili¬ 
ties Commi.ssion, appointed by the 
B.C. government, asuspended the 
licence of a Burnaby trucking firm 
because it had undercut the agreed 
freight rate on its Vancouver-Prince 
George nin. 

Under ('anadian law,, the action 
of the five eastern companies in 
attempting to fix prices was an 
offence. The statute has been in¬ 
voked many times in the past in 
many different industries where 
there was evidence of combines being 


set up to defeat the ends of competi¬ 
tive business. 

Yet by British Columbia statute, 
it is an offence if any trucker fails 
to abide by the rates set by the 
Provincial Motor Carriers Act. 

The rate in this instance is fixed 
and it must not be varied. Yet the 
trucking firm made the pqint that it 
had been forced to lower its charge 
in order to meet “unfair business 
competition.” 

It .seems inconsistent that in one 
industry it is illegal to fix prices, and 
illegal in another to depart from the 
agreed rate. 

The public must certainly be pro¬ 
tected against creation of monopolies 
that seek to cut out price competi¬ 
tion. but it is less obviously in the 
public interest that legislation should 
be required to establi.sh minimum 
price* in a free-enterprise economy.

Adenauer Has His Way

D isengagement it dead, subject 

to the usual political qualifications, 
that seems to be one certain conclusion to 
be drawn from Chancellor Adenauer’i 
three-day vialt to London. 

After all the talk laat apring about the 
Rapacki Plan for a *"denuclearl*ed ’ rone 
~iir-eentr.al Europe, after the counties 
variants on the theme of “freezing of 
forces.*’ it look* a* though the We*t Ger¬ 
man leader haa aucceeded in burying the 
idea for good and all. 

Prime Mlnlater MacmiOan haa always 
shied away from the word Itself, prefer¬ 
ring to talk of “controlled limitation of 
armaments.'* But ever since hit trip to 
MosQowr last February, he has shown In¬ 
creasing sympathy for some method of 
defusing the trouble spots of «‘ntral 
Europe. 

Now it is agreed that the idea carries 
too much political dynamite for the Fed- 
^eral Republic of Germany and for the 
West in general. 

In the absence of any clear statement 
to the contrary, there seems to have been 
a stiffening of Allied attitudes toward 
concessions on the German problem, 
which Is the core of the coM war. 

There was no algn of any hew Western 
move In the gtatements the »year-okl 
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,. And next It will be Dr. Adenauer who'll want to keep up with the Joneses 


chancellor made in his Lodnon press con¬ 
ference. He appeared in good humor, a* 
though pleased with the results of his 
talks with Prime Minister Macmillan. 

British officials have compUlned pri¬ 
vately that these days they don’t know 
where they stand with Adenauer—h# 
changes hla mind so often. There was no 
sign of any Indecision in hU preaa con¬ 
ference. 

Reporters looked in vain for any hint 
of new German policy. A few weeks ago. 
the chancellor spoke cryptically of the 
need for West Germans to “liquidate tha 
consequences'* of the Second World War. 
The reference was Interpreted as a 
pointer to a more flexible attitude 
on the German Polish frontier question. 

Adenauer had a reassuring word for 
those who feel that the new Europe may 
endanger the Atlantic alliance. 

Replying to a question, the. chancellor 
said the new economic groupings in Eur¬ 
ope wUl not cause any difficulties to 
NATO: that “ways and means** could be 
found to avoid a split. 

Fears about NATO’s future have been 
expresaed In view of recent French state- 
ments. revtvtng thoughts of a European 
third force that would tend to play down 
ths 15-nation partnership.

Real Ruler of Britain 


Is tha real ruler of Britain? 
vV The question has been asked.« 
many times, and the usual answer is 
“estaWi.shment” — 
the designation of 
that coterie of con¬ 
scientious citizens 
which persuades 
the government in 
power what ia 
right and proper— 
and it varies in 
extent from the 
rapacity to enforce 
the abdication of'King Edward VIII 
to such comparative minor matters 
as insisting that if a policeman is 
murdered in the execution of his duty 
then someone must die on the scaf¬ 
fold to provide an object les.^on for 
those who may be similarly Inspired. 

Rut whilst it is true that the estab¬ 
lishment exerts a tremendous influ¬ 
ence It is not the final influence. The 
real dictator of the United.Kingdom 
is the chancellor of the exchequer, 
which in turn means, really, the per¬ 
manent civil servants who control 
the treasury. It is a sober fact of 
political life that the minister who 
wants to make a succeas of his 
department must have a sympathetic 
chancellor and that the real art 
of ministerial government ia ths 
rapacity of the minister concerned 
to persuade the chancellor and ths 
treasur>’ to make funds available. 

There Is now a growing move 
amongst members of Parliament to 
limit the powers of ths chancellor. 
The first step, of course, is to maks 
the annual budget a matter for 
cabinet discussion. At pre.sent the 
chancellor Is thf sole arbiter of ths 
nation’s finances. He prepares his 
budget in secret and he presents it 
as an act of courtesy to the cabinet 
•hnrtly before he presents it to ths 
House of Commons. It ia essentially

one man’s a.sse.ssment of ths rela¬ 
tive value of all the demands mads 
upon him by various government 
department.*. 

It is painfully obvious that every 
minister tries to get as much as 
possible to spend in his own depart¬ 
ment, in the same way that every 
member of Parliament wants sub¬ 
stantial government expenditure in 
his own constituency. In the result, 
however, the chancellor, frequently 
reaches an arbitrary decision on 
things he knows nothing about -snd 
the decision is all too often based on 
the personal a.saessment of the minis¬ 
ter concerned. The chancellor may 
regard Bill as a modest sort of chap 
who would keep his demands to the 
minimum and give him all he ask.* 
for but, because Harry does not 
greatly impress hhn, he-msy well cut 
his demands substantially. 

Is it right Of fair that one man 
should decide the relative merits of 
a colonial secretary’s demands for 
colonial development as opposed to 
a minister of education's demand for 
new schools or the transport depart¬ 
ment’s assessment of the needs for 
new roads? Much too much ia left 
to the persuasive demands of the 
minister concerned instead of being 
decided by the cabinet in conference. 

The idea behind the dictatorship 
of the chancellor Is based on fears 
that a budget leakage could mean 
fortunes won and lost and that there¬ 
fore its secrets .should be In the hands 
of the fewest possible people. It i* 
an extraordinary contention that the 
nation’s cabinet cannot be trusted to 
preserve the nation's secrets — hut 
even worse is the fact tha^ a demo¬ 
cratic community In fact Is subject 
to the dictatorship of one man. The 
minister of education may approve 
new schools, or a rise in teachers’ 
pay but the chancellor can say no.

Tliere does .seem reason to believ# 
that things will change that sooner 
than mast people believe the budget 
will become a matter for the collec¬ 
tive responsibility of the cabinet. If 
that i* achieved it will end treasury 
dictation and remove many of tha 
traditional cobwebs which surround 
it. The lessening of treasury power 
would be one of the healthiest devel¬ 
opment* of British politic*.

Common Sense 

.Medical discoveries, designed to lengthen or enhance 
etijoyment of human life, have always met with opposi¬ 
tion when the medical profession has attempted to in* 
trojluce them generally. Pasteurization, appendectomies 
and numerous other advances which we accept matter-of- 
tactly toilay are a matter of record. 

Not only the medical and dental professions hut the 
public generally' has for geneialions been using for 
dietary, curative and household purposes many materials 
which for some purposes are classified as poisons. The 
commonest example, perhaps. Is ordinary table salt, one 
of the constituents of which killed and maimed hundreds 
of Canadian soldiers in the First World War, namely 
chlorine. 

This same chlorine is found in many hou.sehold bleach¬ 
ing compounds, hne of which has the syllable “chlor” in 
Its name. Fluorescent lights contain a dangeious com¬ 
pound which emits the white light with which we are 
familiar. Many natural chemicals found in the earth, 
absorbed by plants and later ingested when we eift them, 
are clas.sified as poisons. 

Should we. then, investigate the composition of every¬ 
thing we eat, apply to our skin, or use around the home 
and farm, and then abjiii-e the use of all which contain 
the remotest .speck of poisonous material? 

It is largely a matter of degree, and u.se of conyoon 
sense. Anything used to exti'eme can be dangeious. One 
can become intoxicated, I have read, by drinking too 
much vinegar. Sodium fluoride is found naturally in 
W’ater In many parts rtf the world, and it was the bene¬ 
ficial effect on the teeth of people using such water which 
brought it into piominenc*#. It is al.so found in tea. which 
has been u.sed for generations with no observable iniurv.

HLs store 
on Douglas, between Pandora and Johnson, carried an 
outstanding stock of candies, fruits, nuts, honey and all 
the delights of an ice-cream parlor. 

From the pailor room open stairs a.**cended to the 
candy kitchen, and on these stairs one often saw pans 
of chocolates set to cool. Some day's while 1 sat eating 
Ice-cream, Mr. Ully would pick up some of these fresh 
chocolates and place them on my table, without a word 
or a smile, merely blowing dignified cigar smoke as 
he passed. 

At noon, as Central School boys stood at attention, 
we u.sually .saw Mr. Lilly walking home for lunch, up 
Yates Street hill, puffing serenely on his cigar. Mi.ss 
Maud Nason, our ever remembered first teacher, presented 
each of her class of boys, on passing, with a bag of 
Lilly's candieii. 

In one front window. .Mr. Lilly kept a large, glistening 
candy pig. On its side was a magnifying window, reveal¬ 
ing within beautiful scenery, and fairies that would have 
won the admiration of Walt Disney himself. There must 
he many thousands of Victorians who still remember 
Lilly's candy pig.

than the manure itself. Logically, one 
would suppose that some of the good¬ 
ness from the grass would he carried 
off by the cow in the form of meat, 
bone and milk, leaving a residue im¬ 
poverished to this extent. However^ it 
doe.«<n't work out quite that tsay. 

You see. plants are incapable of 
absorbing organic compounds througli 
their feeriing roots. They take in fheir 
f»»od as simple Inorganic salts such as 
pitrates. phosphates, potash and the 
like, all in .solution with the .soil water. 

Organic material must be broken 
down into these simple forms by bac¬ 
teria before It becomes available to 
the plants. In the digestive system of 
the cow. thi.s decomposition is given a 
Hying .start and the manure inoculated 
with bacteria to complete the Job in the 
soil. The manure, morover, will con¬ 
tain hormones and other glandular 
substances wl\ich are most beneficial 
to plant life. 

Composted mowings, leaves and 
other vegetable wastes are of great 
value to the soil, but it i.s heat to look 
upon them as an improver of soil tex¬ 
ture rather than a source of nourish¬ 
ment. and as a means of creating soil 


conditions congenial In living soil 
organisms such as the nitrifying bac¬ 
teria and our good friends, the earth¬ 
worms.

Tea! 

Mrs. Lydia Arsens, out¬ 
spoken foe of fluoridation, 
has a suggestion for city 
dentists who favor adding of 
fluorides to the Greater Vic¬ 
toria water supply. 

"Why don’t they advise 
parents to make their children 
drink more tea?" said Mrs. 
Arsens. She was answering 
claims that heavy tea drinkers 
rank among the foremost 
fluoride consumers. 

“Proponents of fluoridation 
are contradicting themselves, 
she said. “Organic fluorides 
cerUinly do exist in tea and 
in many foodstuffs including 
celery, tomatoes and sea foods. 

“But if they are insinuating 
these are the same thing—why 
add artificial fluoride to our 
drinking water when all these 
natural fluorides are avail¬ 
able? They might as well tell 
our children to drink more 
tea." 

A publication containing 
facts on nutrition, put out by 
H. J. Heinz Co., said strong 
tea can contain up to 62.8 
parts per million of fluoride, 
j That’s about 60 timet as much 
as fluoridation would add to

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School Goes On, 
Hospital Or Not

Desire to Study Sure Sign of Recovery

Most chiMfTD-have a sneaking feefing that if 
they were sent to hospital for any reason they 
would miss school. IJttle (fo they know. 

Children in hospitals are not forgotten by the 
school board. Far from it. B^ach hospital has its 
own schoolroom with lots of books and materials 
for keeping pupils occupied. 

When sick children start asking for something 
to do it is a sure sign they are getting well. Some¬ 
times their i-ecovery is slow and days .seem empty 
and long. Then a little school work is a happy 
change. 

Both hospitals have their school teacheirs. 

Miss Patricia Hamilton-Smith has been teach¬ 
ing for five years at St. Joseph’s Hospital. She has 
an average or’ 50 to 60 pupils a month, all at vary¬ 
ing ages and .stages. Some have to be taught in 
tbelr beds in the waixis, but all who can walk, hop, 
be pushed or carried, arrive at the sunny school¬ 
room, high up in the building with a view of Sooke 
hills. Heiv they scribble, paint, learn arithmetic 
and every subiect they would learn in their own 
school grade. A blackboard dominates one wall of 
this bright little room and desks are lined up ready 
for lessons to begin. Ail the normal accoutrements 
of a schoolroom ai-e there. 

But there are differences. 

Pupils arrive lior classes clad in py.iamas and 
dressing gown. Often with one limb in pla.ster and 
unusable. Nurses and doctors will ocx^asionally in¬ 
terrupt the studies to talk to a child, see that band¬ 


ages are in place or infections given at the right 
times. 

In the Royal Jubilee Hospital arrangements are 
similar. Mrs. Mary Furlough is In charge, and 
si)end.s much of her time pu.shing a trolley laden 
with books, paints and scissors around among the 
children’s beds. She has a schoolroom for those 
w ho can get out of bed. 

The .school in the Cerebral Palsy Clinic, which is 
In the Ji’bilee Hospital grounds, has very* different 
problems. The pupils all live at Viome and have to 
be transported each day In the volunteer-driven 
Bunny Bus. 

Many of the chlldi-en are unable to sit or .stand 
without support and special chairs ai'e made for 
them. These children u.sually have active and in¬ 
telligent minds and the training of the.se minds is 
their lifeline. 

Sometimes they are able to leave the clinic after 
. .some training and enter local s(*hools, as other chil- 
d»-en, but often the clinic provides the dnly school¬ 
ing they will have. 

Mrs. Margaret McLung, who is in charge of 
this clinic, has 75 voluntary workers, of which 45^ 
work in the schoolrooms with two trained teachers, 
to help her with this es.sential and rewarding ta.sk. 

All schdol children have so much to learn in their 
school life and cannot afford to waste time in hos¬ 
pital doing nothing. Their lessons are important. 

Besides, they enjoy them.

•f vitality in the (Thurch, and with this in mind, decided to 
' go Ni Rome and talk the matter over with some of the priests 
he knew There. At the end of his visit, the jourpey home 
m med endleSs to the troubled man. To add to his imfuitience, 
the Ship was becalmed. As he paced up and down the deck 
ft e captain pointed to a star and sakf. That tittle star will 
gutdr ua.” 

Suddenly the clergyman's troubles seemed to vanish. 
•I have been blind.” he said. “God will show me the way,” 
and there and then he wrote the lovely words of “Lead Kindly 
Light.” In which he tcUs how he was guided from doubt to 
true knowledge, and from insecurity to peace.

But CzechoslovAkis is s 
lovely country’ Prague is 
one ol the most attractive 
cities in Europe. The shops are 
gay, filled with naterials of 
fine workmanship. In the eve¬ 
ning my wile and I attended 
an outdoor performance of 
Dthellu in terraced palace gar¬ 
dens and ballet ia the specU- 
cular, floodlit courtyard of a 
amrenteenth century castle. 
Few places in the world have 
more music and erchesttas 
tluia C/echoslovakia. 

Large sums are devoted to 
Ihe restoration ol old, historic 
buildings. In the process 
hitherto unknown BKtnuments 
and buildings are being dis¬ 
covered. Their Baro<iut‘ art is 
among the finest In the world. 
Simiiaiiy the CzectM>slo\’akian 
Gothic art is being rediscover-, 
ed. attached as it is to their 
folklore, like the shrine to 
Lov<x'a. 

There sre^ few countries 
more sel/-con.scious!y striving 
to preserx e their Heritage. The 
Academy of Art has been as¬ 
signed the special oOhgation of 
preset viiig and. publicizing the 
folklore. I>espite the commu¬ 
nist regiine the great epochs 
of. Cre<*hoslovakian history’, es¬ 
pecially the liussite movement, 
are given every possible em¬ 
phasis. The works of Com- 
meiiius, heretical by com- 
muntsi standaixls, are being 
published in their entirety. 
Contemporary composers like 
Suchon and ixibias are steeped 
in national, popular traditions. 
They aie itHhe flaming patrio¬ 
tic tradition.s of Smetana. 
Dvorak, and Janacek. Again 
and again I heard. 'TTie pre- ■ 
aoi'vation of Czeidioalovakian 
culture is very important tp 
us.” All important official said 
'The whole development of 
Czechoslovakian culture shows 
an independen<^ which ev’en 
the long, cruel tyranny of the 
Hap^burgs could not crush. 
Today it Is growing/ not 
duninishing.” 

They are also proud of their 
closei association with the 
West than is the ease in much 
ai the communist world. They 
eaiphasi/e their essentially £u- 
topean nature. They us^ to 
have culture agreements with 
France and Brita^ which now 
are inactive. They speak wist¬ 
fully of “the need far a cul¬ 
tural agreement with Canada.** 

Tiielr puppet theatre, the fin¬ 
est in the world, ia coming to 
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Canada. It was a Czech who 
created puppet filntH and films 
are being sent to the festivsl 
in Stratford. In return they, 
wished to obtain such products 
of our country as an exhibition 
Of Canadian art. 

One brilliant young Czech- 
Flovakian needled me: T saw 
a picture of your country /thf 
other night. It showed th< 
Ala.ska Highvray and went 
right through Canada, but it 
was not produced in Canada!” 

By this time I was calloused 
tc such gibes. 

THE ONLY WAY to defend 
myself was to needle in return. 
What about freedom of the 
press? Their newspaper men 
retorted that they considered 
their press more free than 
ours. Firstly they maintains 
that in capitalist countries the 
newspapers were in the hands 
of a few mens in communist 
countries the press is “made” 
by the people! Secondly, the 
government policy cannot be 
criticized for it too is the peo¬ 
ple's policy. Thirdly, it is not 
only pos.sible to criticize any 
individual minister of the state, 
but there is a rule that he must 
answer the criticism and the 
criticism muat he published in 
the paper. I'm afraid that I’m 
getting to be a cynical fellow’, 
though. I tried hard to look 
innocent and gullible through 
all this. 

Similarly I tried to hide my 
cynicism when the Czec-Hs pro¬ 
tested that their trade w’ith 
Russia was on the basis of 
equity and without compul¬ 
sion. I quoted to them the 
ct.mments I had beard both in¬ 
side and out.side CzeChoslo- 
v-iKla: “It would be a wealthy 
country if n^t compelled ,to 
trade ‘with communist coun¬ 
tries at bflu-galn basement 
prices. 

**We don't sell our goods; 
we give them away.” 

Officials poohpoohed this. 
They pointed out that they 
have treaties with 65 'XHinlries. 
They contMided that they were • 
c.mnpietely in control of their 
own economy. They argued 
that by trading with comy^ 
munist countries they could 
enter in!o secure five-year 
agreements sad plan s kmg- 
lenn economical development 
with confidence. They had been 
able to build up a balanced 
Ax>nomy. espectady in Slo¬ 
vakia. with vast industrial ca¬ 
pacity. 

THEY DID NOT explain, 
however, why Caechoslovakla 
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PR.AGl'E , . . one of the most beautiful of the i-Hles of Europe, where Csechoslovdkisaa 
Hliig to their traditions but defend their mer lershtp In the empire ruled from Moscow. 
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• ol^ Russia uranium, for 
example, far below the world 
price. 

I can quite agree that the 
constraint of Russia is not 
so obvious. It would run some¬ 
thing like this: Inasmuch as 
tfie top government officials 
are Russian appointees, hoick 
Ir g office at Russian pleasure, 
they would be told, “The" wel¬ 
fare of the communist move¬ 
ment and, incidentally, your 
own personal welfare, demands 
.»uch and such s deal with 
China.” 

NOR DID THEY discuss the 
CMEA—Committee on Mutual 
Economic Assistance — whose 
enormous importance has 
been neglected by the West. 
Czechoslovakia has had an 
astonishing diversity of indus¬ 
try, producing iiO per cent of 
industrial variety. Under the 
planning oi the CMEA this 
diversity will end- The Czechs 
will go out of one brand of 
consumer goods in return for 
a monopoly in another. Such 
knitting of economies through¬ 
out the communist world 
gives a market of one billkm 
people! 

When I hinted at the men¬ 
ace of such a trading block 
to the rest of the world, a 
prominent official compared It 
to Benelux and other trading 
blocks of nations. There is s 
vast difference, however, be¬ 
tween free. Independent asso- 
dationii of nations, and a 
monolithk’ economy absolutely 
dominated by one member. 
One Is a democrat associa¬ 
tion; the other is Imperlattsm. 

The Czechs also make much 
of the various parties, in the 
country. This phenomenon 
puzzled me as I eouM disecni 


no differences between them 
and Iheir co-operation with the 
government was complete. 
The Czechs explained that all 
are “socialists.” but some, un¬ 
like the Communist Party, be¬ 
lieved in God. Others, like the 
Slovak Freedom Party main¬ 
tained spec’ial traditions. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA is far 
more prosperous than Russia. 
With the post-war deportation 
of 3H million Germans and 
the evacuation of the Sudeten- 
land, . workers haw been 
scarce. True, the average 
worker gets only ^ 400 crowns 
monthly, so that ir would take 
him ten years' kirome to buy 
a decent house. A month’s 
food bill will go from 500 
crowns up; a suit from 600 
crowns up; a dress an>’where 
from 100 crowns: shoes up¬ 
ward from 70 crowns. Never¬ 
theless most .women work and 


it is not unusual for a family 
to total an income monthly of 
15,000 crowns. 

Religious freeilom is greater 
than in most communist c<^rv> 
tries. The usual free welfare 
and health services are prt^ 
vkieU. Book stotes are in 
every block. j 

Yet a tragic demoralization 
runs throu^out Czechoslova¬ 
kian life. Everywhere exists 
a vast bittemess and disillus¬ 
ion. Communism exists mere¬ 
ly as a political dictatorship, 
but has lost all Id'.’ological con¬ 
tent. 

One man remarked. “Com¬ 
munism in Czechoslovakia is a 
dead duck. 

Housing is bad with much 
ove/crowdlng. The divorca 
rate is high. Abortions are 
legal here as in Russia. Thera 
is much drunkenness. If emi¬ 
gration were permitted, tha 
flood of escapees would be 
numbCi less. 
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and willpower than we pos¬ 
sess steps In and picks us up 
bodily and makes us lie down 
we will not take care of our 
bodies. 

Even then we often cry our¬ 
selves to sleep In protest. But 
having been forced into rest 
we awaken refreshed and re¬ 
stored and ready to face the 
demands of life. 

If we want restoration we 
must submit to the divine 
process for there can be no 
restoratiOii without rest. Our 
/world today is overrun with 


tired, fretful men. women and 
children. 

“Getting tnd spending wa 
lay waste our powers” and 
build up the tensions that 
tighten our heart musdek and 
shorten our life span. 

We fight and hate and 
struggle to keep to the battle, 
when what we need most Is 
Just plain rest and a little tima 
to think upon lovely things.

I cut a slice from one end as soon as It was cold. 
The flavor is delicate and the texture and color 
good. The recipe makes six pounds of cake and 
the cost is about 45 cents per pound. 

1 like to get the fruit ready the night before 
mixing the cake. Three cup.s .^^eedless white 
raisins, one cup pineapple or juice. Com¬ 

bine and soak-overnight. ‘In a large bowl mix 
the rest of the fruit . . . one cup thinly slued 
Citron, one <nip mi.xed glace fruit, orte cup red 
whole glace cherries, three rings green gla'^ 
pineapple, one cup blanched almonds and otte 
small bottle drained maraschino cherries iie<.).

IT’S A l-TNNY THING but rich dark Christ¬ 
mas cakes seem to have gone out ot. style or 
majbe I should say, out of favor. Nine people 
out ot ten. when asked their preference say, 
“Give me a light fruit cake.** I’m not quite sure ^ 
why light liuit cake should be so popular but 
there it is. * 

. In spite of the result of my private poll smong 
some of ray friends I decided to make a -dark 
rake as well as s light one. The r^ipe came 
liom the North American Honey In.spute. You 
might say it is an old faehtoned dark cake that 
has been restyl^ or modernized with honey. 
Most old-fashioned fruit cakes call for molasses 
and peihaps that is the flavor that has gone out. 
of date at least as far as a fruit Cake is concerned. 

This honey fruit cake, fashioned with Mother 
Nature'a own chosen s^eet. has a delightful 
flavor ... a discreet, tender flavor not nearly as 
overpowering as the flavor of molasses. 

"A honey cake never crumbles beneath the 
knife aind it never gets dry becau.se hopey has 
the unique ability of holding the moisture within 
tlie cake. ” so says the lei'ipe. My cake looks 
good and ta.stes good . . . time will tell’if the 
above claims are true. 

Here is the recipe . . Honey Fruit Cake . . . 
soak thi^ cups dark .seedlessj raisins in half a 
cup of orange juice overnight. <1 u-sed one^uarter 
cup of orange Juice and one-quarter cup rum). 
Ivalance of the fruit is as foUow.s. One cup mixed 
peel, one cup finely chopped citron peel, one cup 
red glace cherries, two rings green pineapple, 
one cup mixed glace fruit, one cup dates chopped, 
two^thiids cup broken pecans and one cup 
blanched and split almonds. Add the plumped- 
up raisins to the rest of the fruit and combine 
with one cup flour. 

Now’ blend one cup soft or liquid honey with 
one cup soft butter and five eggs. Add the eggs 
one at a time, beating well after each addition, 
^ifl and measure on^and-a half additional cupa 
flour (two and a half cups altogether^ with one 
teaspoon salt, one teaspoon each baking powder 
and allspice, one-half teaspoon each cloves, nut¬ 
meg and cinnamon. Combine with the creamed 
mixture. Pour over the fruit and mix W’elL This 
makes one large or two smaller cakes. 

The recipe suggests baking In a large pyrex 
angel food pan. Npt having one of these I baked 
my cake in an oblong tli\ that measures 
11x7^^ Inches. I lined the tin with aluminujn 


foil, the same^ as I did for ine light fruit.raks. 
This cake weighs a little more Than six pounds 
and the cosr is approximately $3. It takes ihres 
hours to bake at a maintained temperaturt 
of 275 degrees. 

A fruit cake makes a lovely diristmas gift.. t 
a gilt of borne made food is as {Personal as your 
signature. Both the Eleicant White Fruit C'aks 
and the Honey Fruit Cake would be nice fur this 
kind of gilt. For small cakes, one pound coffe# 
tins are excellent.

What'^s Wrong 
With Society? 

(R^viewM by Rmy Redman) 

I T IS EASY’ eDoai;;h to prove that not all Vietoriann 
nere romplaoent. an wa» oare i(enrrmlly believed, 
but there b no doubt that compbireney was a per¬ 
vasive characteristic of the later Victorian and Ed¬ 
wardian eras. 


Then came the Flrat World 
War. and after it^the begin- 
nings of what W’. H. Auden has 
dut>hed the Age of Anxiety. 
Mot e and more‘thinking nien 
began to question the values 
by which they were living and 
’ the goals they were pursuing, 
and the. Second W’oild War 
made their questions ever 
more urgent, their answers 
ever morevbleak. From those 
who were writers there came a * 
river of books, all of which 
might have borne a oomnrMHi 
title—“W'hat is wrong with 
usT” The river still flows, and 
the latest voi^|rfme to swell the 
stream Is by Joseph Wood 
Krutch, one of Americs*s most 
interesting thinkers and au¬ 
thors. It is titled **lliu»an Na¬ 
ture and Hunuin C onditioa,** 
(Random House.) 

Dramatic critic, professor of 
English, biographer, literary 
critic, amateur of the 18th, 
century and witness to nature's! 
beauties and mysteries. I>r. 

. Krutch has written of his fel¬ 
low men. and of the world in 
which they live. In many forms 
and with Increasing kiwml- 
edge. Human Nature and the 
llwtiinn Condition is a logical 
sequel to The Hod#^ Temper 
(1929> and The Hensure of 
.Man (19S6.) 

In the first portion of his 
new book he covers much 
familiar ground with wisdom, 
wit and Irony. Parenthetically 
It may be remarked that his- 
most effective argumentative 
device Is the question. Less 
deviously than Socrates he 
asks his reader whether or hot 
a supposition may be valid, 
and leaves it to the reader's 
Intelligence to supply the 
answer. 

In his early chapters he 
makes it clear, as many writ¬ 
ers have, that there is some¬ 
thing very wrong ^ith our 
society. W'e have gone astray. 
We aie living tor material wel¬ 
fare. Victims of the machines

that we have created, we mu.st 
consume increasingly w)(at 
they produce increasingly, and 
in or^ to make available a 
sufficient nuntber of consum¬ 
ers we m^iy have to beget more 
people than the eafth can sup¬ 
port. thereby translating a 
global effort to survive into 
global suicide. 

Then, of course, there Is 
the atomic bomb. We are rid¬ 
ing the tiger and dare not get 
off. On a less lethal level he 
says ibany people ate suffer¬ 
ing from the fact that so-called 
educationist do not believe in 
education but In lifeadjust- 
ment to a life of conform¬ 
ity. And with -conformity 
democracy becomes totalitar¬ 
ianism, called by a sweeter 
name. 

Hannah Arendt. in her bril¬ 
liant book The Human C^- 
dltion, has said a good deal 
that Dr. Krutch says; and the 
Italian historian, Guglielmo 
Ferrero, au:iticipated them both 
at many points in Words to 
the Deaf, which I translated in 
1926. Dr. Krutch's proposed 
remedy for our present ills 
recalls Ferrero’s. W'e must re* 
diacoverd the true nature of 
man. and then live up to it. Ad¬ 
justing roorar and cultural 
relativism. W'e must dlsco\’er 
what we really'want. instead of 
living with spurious satisfac¬ 
tions. Dr. Krutch says that will 
be difficult to do. It will be.

DEVIL'S ADVOCATE 
IN PRIESTS ROBE 

**TT was his profes-sioa to prepare other men for death; it shocked him to bf 
^ so unready for his ohh.** This arresting sentence o|)ens a ma.sterly and 
moving novel 1 tiave been unable to banish from my mind since I laid it down 
several days ago. It is not a fa.shionable story of \ iolenoe or sensationalism, but 
a perceptive humaa document affirming tb(t dignify of the human being. Morris 
1^. W’est is an Australiaa writer new to me who impresses me with his range of 
talents. The book: **Tlie Devil’s .Advocate.” 


For this book he has made s 
hero of an P:ngUsh monsignor, 
and—to underline the virtuoso 
charac'^er of his achievement— 
has set his tale in an Italian 
provincial town. The people of 
f>mello Minore are typiral of 
their kind shrewd, rapacious, 
passionate, credulous, ignor¬ 
ant. When word spreads 
through'the town that the late 
Giacomo Nerone was a saint 
who should be beatified, the 
Chui'ch sends the English mon¬ 
signor to investigate. 

Monsignor Blaise Meredith’s 
role is that of Dexil’s Advocate. 
W'hat gives him and the novri 
—its special quality is that he 
has good season to look with 
clear eyes on the rumors in the 
tow n. He has himself received 
news from his doctor--newra 
that j^ -has cancer and will die 
withm a year. It is with this 


knowledge in his mind (and 
the thinking of the doomed 
prk'si is uhforgettably con¬ 
veyed by the novelist) that 
Mennlith, step by step, uncov¬ 
ers the fact behiiid the Nerone 
legend. 

Much of it is ugly, all of it a 
far cry from the desiccated 
pedantry of the library. * He 
learns of the dissipated life the 
would be saint om« led. of hLs 
murder by Communist parti¬ 
sans. of the miraculous cures 
subsequently attributed to him. 
In the end, the English mon¬ 
signor makes his final repdrt 
just before the Grim Reaper 
calls for him. 

'The most important fact of 
his investigations, however, is 
that “for the first time I have 
found myself as a man and a 
prii*st.” 


This bald summary* does less 
tlisn justice to the serenity 
controlled power of the novel. 
Mr. W'est wiltes of the Church 
with a wisdom that overlooks • 
nothing of its human frailty. 
“We have reduc<*d the faith to 
an intellectual com'eption.'*-the 
cai'dinal says to the monsignor 
at one point, whereupon the 
latter goes on to ri^fisi-over his 
faith by seeing it work among 
common folk. 

This no\'el, In a word, the 
product of s giftcHl wrifer who 
can employ the Irony of a Pey- 
refitte and yet look with sym¬ 
pathy on the wreakrw'sses of 
high and low alike. 

The f>evH’s Ads'wafe marks 
a new high point in the career 
of a novelist w'e shall all be 
hearing more ab^t In the 
future.

'Y'HE ISRAKI. postal authorities will shortly releaiie a tbrre-stanip set to mark the Mth 
and 7ath anniversaririi of mniiiumitiea imtaMIshed in the 19th and early 29th rea- 
furies by young Jewish pioneers seeking new wsys af life In the am-lent huntelsnd of 
their people. 

'The three settlements shown 
on ♦he stamps represent some 
of the various types of settle- 
menti in whst is now Israel 
and which led to the establish¬ 
ment of the Jewish state. 

The 60-pruta value, printed 
-in green and yellow, shows 
the kibbutz or collective settle¬ 
ment of Merhavyah. which was 
founded in 1911 southeast of 
Haifa in the Valley of Jesrell. 

On the land of Merhavyah 
there are the remains of a 
rtusaoer fortress (C^astrum 
Fahae). w-hich was built there 
to protect communications 
through the valley. 

On the 120-pruta red and 
ochre value Is depicted the 
quiet village of Yesud Ha- 
Maala. founded 75 years ago 
by settlers who originated 
from the little tovfn of Mer 
hirU h In Rus.sia. The name of 
the village, which is in the 
Upper Jordan Valley, was 



taken from the Bible (EIzra 
7. 91. 

'The agricultural settlement 
of £>eganis. shown on the 180- 
pruta blue and green stamp, is 
loratfd at the southern end of 
Lake Kinnereth anfu>ng a mul¬ 
titude of luxuriant plantations. 

The settlement was origin¬ 
ally founded in 1906 by s grdup 


of. workers who came from 
nearby Kinnereth, in order to 
settle on and work the land 
whk-h had been made Available 
to them by the Jewish National 
Fund. IVo years later, the 
group moved to the present 
site where the River Jordan 
leaves the lake on Its tysy 
8oulh.i '

For Strawberries ^ 

SCOTS’ YIELD BEST 


AT the Experimental Farm, 
^ Saanichton. vaiieties of 
strawberries and selection of 
strawberries from breeding 
work are tested each year. 
Varieties and selections are 
set out in yield trials if they 
show sufficient promise from 
observational tests. 

In the 1959 tests* three 
varieties were out^anding. 
One of these was from Scot¬ 
land, one from Washington 
State and one from our own 
breeding program. 

'The Scottish variety was 
Talisman, a cross between an 
American seedling and Cli¬ 
max, developed by the Scot¬ 
tish Horticultural Resea r<»h 
Institute at Auchincruive. 


This vaiiety was the highest 
yielding of the test this 3 rear. 
Hewever, it had not been too 
promising jn earlier trials. 

fruit is very large but 
vaiiable in shape and some¬ 
times rough. It is quite firm 
but has not the flavor of the 
Maiidard berry, British 55ov- 
eieign. As the plant is re^ 
siftant to some strains of rad 
stele it would be worth while 
as a trial planting or for home 
guldens where British Sov- 
eirign fails. 

Put»et Beauty from Wa.sh- 
inglon was.also striking tnis 
year. The fruit is large and 
an attractive glossy red color. 
The plant is upright and is 
jepoiled resistant to red stele 


root rot. I’hc fruit has a 
more attractive flesh color 
than Talisman hut is not na 
high a quality a.(t British Sov¬ 
ereign. Where British .‘•mv- 
ereign does not yield wvll this 
variety would be worth trvlng. 

The Saanichton selection, 
.S4607 9, has again allow n up 
well in > ield and is resistant to 
red stele in mo.st locations. 
The plant is very vigorous and 
the fruit is Urge but soft eml 
bruise.*! easily. Whei'e British 
Sovereign cannot lie grown 
and firm fruit is not essential 
the .84607-9 should fill req^iie- 
ments.

To Rene Quentin?

TTOW many paintings by Rene Quentin are there in the Vietoria.of to¬ 
day? There niu^t he a fair number, for Quentin spent S 4 ime year?* here 
during the 1890 s, and if you were rich and prominent in those days it wa.s 
fashionable to have at least one Quentin in the drawing room. 

Probably, since tho.se days, more than one Quentin found its way To the 
garbage can or the backyard bonfire, and likely as not more than several have 
been sold for, perhaps ^1, in junk stores. 



There is now- a fashion for 
British Columbiana and so a 
Rene Quentin is worth some 
money—how much depend.s on 
bow much a person wants it. 

Quentin was a Frenchman, 
dppper and charming, short on 
temper, and long on personal¬ 
ity where the ladies wePe con¬ 
cerned. They found him quite 
Irresistible and to have M. 
Quentin grace a soiree was 
really quite to have arrived. 
He was, you might .say, Vic¬ 
toria’s matinee idol of the art 
world for several years. 

He loved theatre, and when 
he wasn’t painting, he was 
writing . plays and designing 
scenery, with the result that 
theatre in Victoria in the 
1890's had a Parisian flavor, 
which fact everyone comment¬ 
ed upon, and said that Vic¬ 
toria, really, when you consid¬ 
ered it, was quite as good as 
San Francisco ... If not as 
gocKi, well, almost! 

VlriorUns first heard of 
Rene Quentin when they read 
The Colonist one July morn¬ 
ing in 1893: 

"Mens. Rene Quentin, 
Parisian artist of prominence, 
will be a resident of Victoria 
for some time to come. He 
has a commission from the 
leading aii publishing house 
of Paris Paul Dupont-to 
make a seri^ of sketches ot 
Canadian life, and scenery, 
which will be incorporated in 
a book entitled ‘Impressions 
Of Canada ’ 

*YI. Quentin has for the 
past 10 years exhibited pic¬ 
tures in the Pari? Salon, and 
co^et to this country well 
racommended bv the highest 
art authorities in France. He 
a portrait, historical and 
landscape painter, and de.sires 
to open a class in this city in 
the Tatter branch. In this ef¬ 
fort It is hoped he will prove 
successful, as it is his de.sire. 
If possible, to remain here per¬ 
manently. 

‘The presence of a clever 
wrtist, one w ho has had the ad¬ 
vantage of the finest schools 
In the w’orld, will do much to 
educate the youth of this city 
In the highest branch of the 
fine arts ...” 

Within a few days young 
ladies were flocking to the 
•tndio of M. Quentin, and so 
were falrly-well established 
artists of the time: 

*!(!. Rene Quentin shows in 
The Colonist Window a still 
life painting of {treat beauty. 

It la a group of roses lying 
on a table near a vase, with 
the light streaming through a 


small window at the side. It 
Is simply perfect in its natural¬ 
ness and Ur an evidence of the 
artist’s thorough knowledge of 
the technique of ttie art and 
of his versatility, his specialty 
being portrait and figure 
painting. 

“M. Quentin has formed 
classes and has already among 
his pupils Messrs. McClure 
and Bam ford, two local artists 
of well-known ability. Those 
who desire to advance them¬ 
selves in any branch of draw* 
ing and oil painting should 
take advantage of ihe tuition 
of so accomplished an artist 
as M. Quentin.” ’ 

it * it 

McClure was a noted archi¬ 
tect. and Bamford an artist in 
both oils and watercolors, 
whose work, is still prized in 
Victoria today, work which is 
increasing in value with the 
years. 

During the autumn of 1893 
Quentin mu.st have workefl 18 
hours a day. .so much did he 
accomplish here, and eveiy 
week of so. there was an item 
about him In the Colonist; 

, “The window of C. A. Lom¬ 
bard and Co.’s store at present 
contains an intere.stlng portraif 
in oils of the intrepid explorer 
Mackenzie, whose centenary 
was recently celebrated in this 
city. The picture is from the 
bru.sh of M. Rene Quentin, and 
as a wor^ of art alone, apart 
from the historical a.s.s^a- 
tions would attract attention 
. anywhere ...” 

★ ★ ★ 

Quentin did another job. too; 
“At the Sir William Wallace 
Society banquet the four 
guests of honor received illum¬ 
inated menu cards as souven- 
ii*s of the occasion. They were 
hand painted and were a credit 
to Rene Quentin, who executed 
them.” 

And while he was doing this 
variety of work, Rene Quentin, 
who could not have had a laz.v 
bone in his body, or an un¬ 
imaginative cell In his brain, 
was giving'some hours a day 
to what he considered his 
masterpiece—which now hangs 
in a public museum in Boston, 
so it mu.st be good. 

'The Colonist became so 
'excited when given a preview 
that it "ent into the greate.st 
detail, and actually had head 
lines: 

“ ‘Abjure or Die!’—a hlstoiv 
leal painting of importance 
given to the art world from 
V’icforla. 

“Professor Rene Quenin s 
studio in the Five Sisters' 


Bkick at present contains a 
large historical painQng, upon 
which M. Qentin l^as l^n 
working intermittently during 
the past six montfis, and to 
which he is now giving the 
finishing touches. The canvas 
is siJt feet long by four fc*et- 
six, and the picture one that 
tells its story without the aid 
of' an iInterpreter. 

“The scene is laid at the 
d(x>r9 of the Convent des 
Grandes Augustins the night 
of the St. Bartholomew mas¬ 
sacre in the 16th century, 
'iliose who have read Prosper 
Nerlmee’s Chronique du Regne 
de Charles IX will have no dif¬ 
ficulty recognizing the terrible 
tableau- the heroic death of 
Comte d'Aubigne ... 

“ . . . the Count fl«*d with his 
family to the doors of the 
great church where, in the ab- 
trnt's friendship, he hoped to 
find security. 

“It is here that the Quentin 
painting takes up the trail. 
'The doors of the church are 
opening and the abbot and his 
robed. proces.sion, bearing 
candle and cros.s. are emerg¬ 
ing, the former holding aloft a 
silver crucifix. At the foot of 
the steps d'Aubigne has im¬ 
plored protection and having 
half way the abbot has 
exclaimed: 

"It is not for ^me to set 
a.side the King’s decree. Abjure 
or die!”

This great work done. Quen¬ 
tin put It aside, looking (or 4 
buyer, and went right on with 
other work. . 

Soon lie was daily visiting 
Car>' Castle, working on a 
portrait of Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor Edgar Dewdney, and w-hen 
it was about ready, the Colon-. 
1st told Victoria about it: 

“A ver>’ handsome oil paint¬ 
ing of Lieutenant Governor 
Dew;dnry is receiving 11 s 
finished touches at Govern- 
pient Hous^ at the hands of 
the artist. Rene Quentin, whose 
reputation as a skillful portrait 
painter is well sustained by 
this, his latest work. The paint¬ 
ing is life size, and the figur? 
thrrequarters length. HI s 
Honor, dres.sed in his official 
uniform, is standing in front 
of a chair from which he may 
be supposed to have just risen. 

I The poise of the head, expres¬ 
sion, and the deep, natural at¬ 
titude in which he stands are 
admirably handled. 'The deep 
red curtains that form the 
tiackground, the gold lace on 
the uniform, and the deeor- 
gtkm of the chair, w hile giving

richness of color to the gen¬ 
eral effect, are treated ju- 
’ diciously and harmoniously. 
'The portrait is a work quite

For recreation M. Rene 
Quentin wrote a pantomine in 
two acts — “Wedding in Bo¬ 
hemia.” and In the cast was 
pretty Dolly Draut, and Quen¬ 
tin was so impressed with her 
beauty that he painted her pic¬ 
ture. and that painting now 
hangs in the home of her 
.•ister. Mrs. George Stelly, in 
Victoria W'est. 

Quentin then went to work 
on a new stage curtain: “The 
AOUW Hall, which ha.s been 
undergoing changes to admiit 
of dramatic performances 
baring given with proper effects 
aind scenery was reopened . 4 . 
with ‘Hazel and Kiik’ presen¬ 
ted by the Victoria Dramatic 
Club. The platform has under¬ 
gone quite a change and 
now fitted up as a regular 
theatre stage with very nice 
scenery, electric lights and 
regular effects, while the fine 
drop curtain painted by M. 
Rene Quentin is in place.. It 1« 
a cla.ssic scene of prizes being 
g i .V e n to musicians and 
furnishes something to look at 
between act.s.”

When spring came Quentin 
took, off once more, into the 
Woods, and to the seashore, 
and he turned out many paint- 
ing.s: 

“.M. Rene Quentin, the well- 
known arti.st. who is at piesent 
a resident of V’icloiia, has just 
compk'ted a land.sca|)e of 
some ii^gnitude and Im¬ 
portance, ^the subjc'Ct being 
pastoral, with the di.stant 
Olympians forming a back¬ 
ground. Horses an^l coWs are 
Introduced In the picturp and 
handled with the masterly 
skill which stamps all produc¬ 
tions of Mr. Quentin’s brush. 

“The picture Is a noteworthy 
production in bluc»s and greens, 
and will be worthy of the close 
examination of all lovers of

Montreal and Ottawa . . . Feel- 
ling the climate of the fast too 
severe he remov»»d io Victoria 
three ye.irs ago. He did all the 
.scener>: painting eight .scenes) 
in the Woikingmen's Hall, and 
is now eni^age<i on a life size 
portrait of Queen Victoria, 
taken from her latest photo¬ 
graph ... 

“Prof. Quentin, it i.s believed, 
will he awardei the contract 
for the* hlvto! il fresioes to 
adorn the legislative hall of 
the New Paiii tment Buildings. 

“Prof. Quentin is now- con¬ 
ducting the Ladies' Art Club 
in Nanaimo and the recent ex¬ 
hibition of their work at h‘s 
studios here -Aed worrderful 
advancement” 

And that was the last time 
the Colonist mentioned Rene 
Quentin. He completely dis¬ 
appears from the local scene, • 
Not a mention can we find to¬ 
ot)” that he had gone to Bos¬ 
ton to take charge of the 
scenic work in famed Keith’*

^ fright niid **flnp** on Vnneonver Ijilnnd's went com! during the Sec- 
ond World .H nr when nn inexperienced pilot with the RCAF thouglit 
he had alghled n Mibmnrine nn^ the Canndlnn mimy sent n ahiverring 
group of men into the wet woods to watch fcpr enemy craft suspected 
of fueling at some scH^ret base in Sydney Inlet. 

This writer was an officer with thf forcM on the West Coast 
at the Unse. And everything possihle wns done by him to discourage a 
senseless search. But authority was adamant. 


^ Suspicions were i;6osed by the alleged sighting in Stewardson 
Inlet of an enemy sulmiarine. In this arm of Sydney Inlet, where Jap¬ 
anese interests had operated a copper mine prior to the war, it was 
Just remotely possible an enemy craft might have sheltered. 

It was knoww that Japanese submarines had been off the con.st 
of Vancouver Island, for a few months previoas, on June 20, 1942, 
one of them had shelled Estevan Point lighthouse, only 12 miles west 
of Sydney Inlet. And about the same time Iww ships were torpedoed 
ia the entrance to Juan de Fuca Strait, one sunk, the other limping to 
Victorin. 


The location of the copper mine, and the belief 
that soAong the West Coast Jspanese fishermen 
weie many spies—some were alleged to be ex* 
naval officers—cagaed Pacific command Intelli¬ 
gence to aurmiae that the mine wsa a “blind.** a 
covet up, while tanka to refuel submarinea were 
being aecietly inatalled on the bottom of the aea. 

Had intelMgcnce taken the trouble to find out. 
it would have learned that the mine employed 
only one Japanese national, the bookkeeper. The 
other SO employees were all Canadians, many had 
their wives and families Hvtng there. Mereover. 
the engineer in charge throughout its entire opera 
^tlon. a man named Smith, was at that mement 
*a high ranking staff officer at KCAF head- 
quart eis, Ottawa. ^ 


IT WAS COMMON knowledge that a lineman, 
with his launch, regularly patrolled the govern¬ 
ment telegraph line, strung from tree to tree 
along the shoreline, and that Indians frequented 
the inlet. 

I’nder the circumatWes, bow could fuel tanks 
have been ksslaliod? la the first place they would 
have had to ha>u boen brought in by freighter. 
Certainly the Iona Japoneoe bookkeeper, or the 
Canadians omployod at the mine wouldn’t have 
set up such tanks. And. any naval vesse l , or flah 
boat for that matter, equipped with an echo 
aounder. opuM quickly detect bulky metal tanka 
on the bottom of the sea. « 

Overlooked was the fact that Stewardson Inlet 
le 50 fsthsnw <30i feet! deep right up to the 
shoreline. In that depth of water. Installing 
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bouysnt tanks on the sea bottom would be nearly 
impossible. 

Intelligence was given all this information by 
people with local knowledge, but notwithstanding 
army authorities insisted on keeping close watch. 
And immediately after the alleged Sighting was 
reported, aircraft scoured the area and navy ships, 
ready to drop depth charges, patrolled the ad¬ 
jacent aeas. 

A detachment of army personnel. In charge 
of Captain Douglas Morris, of the 2nd Battalion 
Canadian Scottish, then on coast defence duty, 
was despatched to the sceqc,/i and a wretch^ 
30 days in ^ibe woods these men endured. An 
army tender landed them in tike dead of night. 
With no tents, they had to bivniac as best they 
could, hidden from view undei the trees. Con¬ 
versation had to be carried on in undertones, and 
no fires were permitted for fear/ of making smoke 
by’ day, or light by night. Any cooking had to be 
done on portable oil heaters. 

Wat^h was kept around the dock. But no 
submarine appeared. 

After 30 days in the forest, subsisting on iron 
rations and roost of the time soaked to the skin, 
with no fine to dry blankets or dothiag. not even 
a pair o^socka. the men were picked up by tender. 

Hun^ lor a aquare meal, desperate lor a hot 
bath, change of dothing and a dry bed to aleep In, 
the one officer and 35 grimy and unahaven men 
embarked for Vtertoria. Misaion completed. All 
in the line of duty, hut a lot c»f nonaenaa. 

It was diadsaed afterwards that the pilot who 
dghted the auppoaod submarine was a prairie 
man, with sniy a few hours flyteg time over the 
aea. What he saw waa probably a flabboat ar 
drift lang. And, had the authoritlet approndied 


the former mining engineer, the staff officer at 
RCAF headquarters, Ottawa, the true story of tha 
mine qp>uld have been disclosed and the theory 
of the submerged oil tanks quickly dispelled. 

'The Japanese reopened the Sydney Inlet mina 
after ft had remained idle for 15 years,. *rhe claims, 
were first worked in 1909 by a New York syndic¬ 
ate; and reopened towards the end of the First 
World War. when copper was in short supply, by 
'Tidewater Mining Company, which had it.s office 
in Victoria. The late S. P. Moody, a Brentwood 
man prominent in Saanich politics and Victoria 
real estate, was the company’s business manager, 
and after the mine closed, its administrator. 

T?ie mine itself is 1.200 feet above sea level. 
Ore was brought to the beach bunkers by aeilal 
tramway. Only small parcels of concentrates 
were shipped throughout Its thr(<e periods of 
operation. 

TU WRSC:k from which the navy rooently 
recovered objec^ lies 19 fathoms deep in a mail 
bay at the entrance to Hoknes Inlet, Immediately 
opposite and about four miles from Stewardson 
Inlet. It was locsted two years ago by orthopedic 
surgeon George W. Cottrell, of Portland. Oregon, 
a skin diver enthusiast whose hobby is searching 
for wrecks of vessels sunk in waters on the West 
Coast of Vancouver Island. 

Dr. Cottrell had previously recovored a sis-foot 
cannon from the wreck. Thi«. and the objscU 
later brought to the surface by naval dlvera, ara 
now In the B.C. Maritime Museum at Eaqulmalt. 
where they ara being carekdly examined by navy 
acienttsto with a view to esUbbshing the ahip's 
Identity.

oouver Island, most of them during the idneteenth 
century—some as far back as 1854—eight west of 
Sydney Inlet, and 28 to the eastward. The theory 
Is that any one of these vessels might have re* 
floated, drifted up or down the coast and finally 
came to rest in l^dney Inlet 

On the bottom of the sea at the bead of 
Hofanes Inlet lies another wreck, that of the 
Sookb^milt (1869) sealing chooner Favorite, 
which Captain George Heater used as a floating • 
hostelry for 30 young wonten brought out from 
Aberdeen. Scotland, to wofk at his herrihg saltery. 

Whether they were the attract!^ or tho 
Chinese cook's reputation for making hotcakes, 
the Favorite was a popular rendezvods for hali¬ 
but and cod fishermen who called there regularly 
lor bait. 

The saltory was destroyed by a violent storm 
after operations ceased In the winter of 1919-30. • 

The Favorite waa holed at the same time and 
sunk in five fathoms. No one w^s on board her 
at the time. No attempt was ever made to raise 
her. 

Between 1925 and 1935, when pilchards were 
In Abundance on the West Coast. Sydney Inkt 
boasted lour reduction plants, each a busy little 
community duftng the summer months, but prac* 
tkAlly deserted in winter. The Shelter Arm plant 
was owned by the Brewster family of Victor^ 

H- C Brewster was at one tin>e premier of B.C 
The Riley Cove plant on Flores Island was oper* 


ated by the Island Packing Company. a]so of Vic¬ 
toria. Vancouver interests operated the other 
two, at Young Bay, then known as Cast Bay, and 
Stewardaon Inlet (at the site of the Tidewater 
mine), which waa then known aa West Arm. 

By 1936, the pilchards became scarce and the 
Sydney Inlet plants shut down. Five years later 
they disan>eared altogether, with the result that 
the entire pilchard industiy, which at one time 
comprised 36 reduction plants along the West 
Coast of Vancouver Island, employing over 1.000 
men and women, together with a fleet of ‘70 seine 
boats and almost as many tenders, folded up. 

The mystery of the diaappearance of the pil¬ 
chards (about the size of a large herring) from 
this coast, and also from the California coast 
where they were caught in greater numbers still, 
Daheries scientists are still endeavouring to solve. 

FLOUS ISLAND, on Sydney Inlet’s east 
shore, is the second largest island on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island (Noolka is the largest). 

It was named by Lieutenant Francisco EUza,^ 
after Don Mutuel Antonio Flores, viceroy of'-,* 
Mexico, 1787-1789, who. in February. 1789. dis¬ 
patch- an expedition under the command of Bbte- 
van Jose Martinez to occupy Nootka. the incident 
which led to the dispute between Great Britain 
and Spain regarding their respective rights on this 
northwest coast. 

In contrast to the West Coast’s other Inlets,

where towns and villages with permanent indus¬ 
tries have grown up. viewed from the deck of a 
passing steamer the scene today m Sydne> Inlet 
to the same as when Eli/a discovered it in 1790. 
’There to not a single li^abitant, the forests are' 
still untouched, and the mine and reduction plant 
wharves and buildings long aince have disap* 
peared. ^ 

The telegraph lineman in hto launch, an occa* 
siotiaf Indian, fishboats and tugs using the* inside 
passage (around Flores Island) when the wealher 
to bod outside, are the only sign of Ufo- 

The nearest settlement to the east to Ahousat, 
15 miles away on the south(»aat comer of* Floret 
Island, where about 50 whites and 350 IndiMi.s re^ 
side.

Just as there are a goodly number of utensils in an ordinary 
kitchen, so there can be quite an array of instruments in a musical 
one. Among these are such as drums of the kettle, snare, bass and 
tenor varieties together with their refinements; bells, xylophones, 
celestas, dulcitones, triangles, cymbals, gloc'keuspiels, gongs, cas^ 
tanets, tabors and so on. 

And, while it is probably true to say that it is the big. bass 
drum that occasions the greatest excitement in the marching 
band, it Is also true tha^ the kettledrums or timpani are the big 
thing in an orchestral kitchen. 


Tfi’ey can t»e tuned to differ¬ 
ent notes; they can produce 
rtWIs. single hotrs nr any kind 
of rhythm. Beethoven's Violin 
C«Micerlo Opens with four 
drum tap!;; there are loud, 
B(»lo rhythmic figures in, for 
example. Sibelius’ First Sym¬ 
phony. Beethoven’® Ninth, 
WilHam Walton’s Symphony 
and the ’Tioyte” movement

tiona. Berlioz scored for two 
sets of timpani in his “Fan¬ 
tastic” Symphtrny, as did W'al- 
ton. The unfortunately rarely 
performed “Requiem Mass,” 
also by Berlioz, calls for 12 
timpanists playing chords. 

^ Julius Tausch composed a 
concej-to for six kettledrums 
and orchestra as well as a 


polonaise and a march. The 
Ti^usch concerto was per¬ 
formed by Gabriel Cleat her, 
general manager of London's 
Crystal Palace and renowmed 
as a remarkable timpanist. 
David Jones produced a sonata 
for three kettl^; unac¬ 

companied. 

And. not long ago. right 
here at Victoria iliigh School 


on February 7, Kathryn Ramm 
of the University of Washing¬ 
ton W’ind Sinfonietla played 
a wondrou-s fine ‘Timpani 
Cohcertanle” utilizing lour 
instruments. 

It seems, therefore, thaty^he 
musical value of the ‘‘tiinps” 
is widely recognised. 

And it is those selfsame 
timps in Victoria'a up-and- 


coming Junior Symphony Or¬ 
chestra that are In sore need 
of replacement. 

They cost 1673. 

•rhere are three iVasons 
why — somehow — the Junior 
Syntphony should have a new 
set of kettledrums. 

Firstly, there is the neces¬ 
sity for having them at all. 
That has already been well 
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proven. Kettledrunw. or 
timps, have been part of milk 
tary music anyway since the 
lime of the Crusades and part 
of orchestral music Mnce 
around 1670. True, their for¬ 
ays Into the solo field have 
raised many a musical eye¬ 
brow, particularly the effort 
of Mr. Jones with its remark¬ 
able time signature. But. as 
part of the orchestra, their 
place is long asaured. 

Secondly, what about the 
Junior Symphony’s existing 
liettledrums? 

Well, It has oeen sug¬ 
gested that Victoria High 
School which was erected 
about 1910 and where they 
now repose, was built around 
them. This would snake them 
about 50 years old and, even 
if they are not quite that 
aged, they have attained the 
twilight of their days. They 
are. to use the expression so 
commonly applied to human¬ 
ity, ttowing down. The glamor 
of youth and the energy of 
irouth is slipping away from 
them. Railroads are retiring 
their steam loCbmotives and 
air forces their prop-driven 
idanes*. These and the Junior 
Orchestra timpani are of a 
piece 

Thiral> what of the orches¬ 
tra Itself? Does it merit such 
a considerable outlay at all? 

Tbe answer to this impor¬ 
tant question derives from two 
cwoslderations: firstly, what 
does the orchestia accomplish 
for the players and. secondly, 
what have the players accem- 
plished themselves? 

Replying to the first ques¬ 
tion. the orchestra undoubtedly 
improves the musical tastes 
••<1 Appreciations of the play 
Next, it teaches orchestral 
Jochniques. This goes some¬ 
what beyond the bbundaries 
applied by specialized learn- 
because it involves the 
whole concept of co-operation 
iwoceful co-exiMence. It 
t*ves birth to very heaKhy 


ideas. No part Is greater than 
the whole. It Is combined 
effort that produces the great¬ 
est and most worthwhile suc¬ 
cess. 

The present orchestjw, 45 
membmw strong, ’’really likes 
playing together and they 
are really proud of them¬ 
selves.** So says their direc¬ 
tor, Dorothy Evans, and she 


does not i^fer to individual 
varllty but jto satisfaction in 
the results of that combined 
effort. 

Of course, the orchestriT ad¬ 
vances individual attainment. 
A certain standard has to be 
reached and maintained to se¬ 
cure and hold on to member¬ 
ship. For instance, this >'ear’s 
players had to pro^ ide a good 
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performance of Frescobaldi’t 
'*Toerata** before thtry were 
accepted. A» a result Fresco- 
baMU got a real, good working 
over during th^ summer vaca¬ 
tion. 

Now as to what the pSayers 
have accomplished them¬ 
selves there Is also sontething 
to be said. Nor let. It ever be 
forgotten how much of the 
credit for this accomplishment 
rightfully belongs to director 
Dorcthy Evans. 

Prom 1950 to 1953 Mrs. 
Evans was encouraging and 
helping string groups in the 
schools but, when she re¬ 
turned from Europe in 1954, 
the steady onward march to¬ 
wards formatkin of a real 
junior symphony orc’hes4ra 
with complete instrumentation 
liegan and has never stopped. 

Today the goal has been 
reached. 

There were always string 
players and the Schools* String 
Orchestra made quite a name 
for itself. But, right from the 
beginning, if had one wind 
player. Tliis clarinettist Caro¬ 
lyn Eik%K>n. Carolyn was the 
nucleus of the wrind section for 
quite some years. 

But. in 1958, she was joined 
and fortified by one flute and 
one horn. 'This year there are 
two flutes, two rlarineis, tw-o 
trumpets, a trombone arxl all 
the percussion instruments In¬ 
cluding the fading timps. 

On Oct. 25 an(L26 the Junior 
.Symphony made its debut at 
the Royal 'Theatre on the pro¬ 
gram with the Victoria Sym¬ 
phony. The individual Fresco- 
baldi renditions wer^ combined 
In fine style for the public e«r 
along with Handel’s "Water 
Music’’ Suite and "The March 
of the Melstersiniprs” of 
Wagner. 

Of the Junior Symphony 
metnbeis, Corinne Field. Betty 
<>ahn and Don Kissinger also 
perfcM-fn In the Victoria Sym¬ 
phony. 

But. even before Ha debut at 


the Royal, the junior orchestra 
had been doing very well. It 
secured the higfi mark of 90 at 
the 1959 Music Festival in Vic¬ 
toria. At the Pacific Northwest 
Conference at BeHinj^am it 
was the only mclie.stra to re¬ 
ceive fir«it-ciasK ratir;;^. 

The Junior Syniptumy win 
be heard again on Wrdiie^ 
day when they npiienr on tlie 
Musical Art Hmeioiy program 
at Oak Bay Junior High 
School. Always I adding to 
their mitidcal espcrieni'e and 
repertoire, tliey are playing 
Offenbach's "On>beiiv in the 
I’nderwor’d** and Si-hiiberl’s 
“I’nflniched Rymphony." 

'There are 135 new string 
players thisij’cai. The Junior 
Symphony has a tremendous 
list of applicaiH.s for member¬ 
ship. In 1960 they hope to 
travel furUier abroad than 
they have done up to now.

Lynn Valley fir, fejled in 1893 
by Ceorge Carey of Seymour 
Valley. Its measurements ari^ 
fantastic: height 4t7 feet. 117 
feet higher than Vancouver's 
Marine building; dreumfer 
ence at ba.se 77 feet, diametei 
25 feet. This tree had no lirnhs 
for the first 300 feet of its 
record height; but it roeaau»'ed 
nine feet acro.ss 207 feet up. 
and its protective l«irk Was 16 
inches thick. 

The Lynn Valley Hr was 
not only the largest, but by 
a wide margin the oldest, for 
Its age. indicated by ring count 
and estimate, indicates that 
Ihe seed from which It gri^’ 
must have ripened altout the 
time of Christ. 

The second bigge.st fir was 
one which stood at the aide of 
the road opposite the (arm of 
Alfred J. Rivards, near West 
holme. Vancouver I-sland. and 
which was felled by wind as 
the result of butt rot on Nov. 
29. 1913. J. G. Pinson, who 
resided at that date at the 
corner of the Croftdb road 
and the old Island Highway, 
witnessed the tree (ail.

A.S FAR AA Pi KNOWN, the 
lJ6d-yearold “Caycuse Fir,*' 
felled in one hour 6y Joirn 
Westin and Jack Miller, at 
B.C. Products' Cayuse cam|». 
Cowichan Lake, on June 26 pf 
this year, ranks third. Butt 
diameter at stump height was 
12 feet, twice as wide as die 


fsller's six • foot chainsaw 
blade. The tree had to be 
side-notched to ret^uce diame> 
ter to a point k^here a single 
cut could be made. 

Eighty feet above ground 
level the trunk measur^Hl eight 
feet eight Inches through. 
Evidence of its long stand was 
a mound, two feet deep around 
the roots, built up over the 
ages b>’ accumulated frag 
ments of bark and needles. 

This veteran of the woods 
displayed a remarkable deter¬ 
mination to survive, de.spite 
the ravages of nature. Several 
centuries ago. wind snapped 
off its top. but It lived on by 
adapting two branches whkh 
turned upward to beer me twin 
crowns. They were free size 
themselves. Slowed'in growth 
b>' age and damage, the tree 
had only gained 14 Inches m 
diameter during the last 230 
years. 

It did nol stand alone. One 
hundred yards away, apioiig 
the lesser growth, a companion 
tree still stands. 10 feet six 
inches acrou. Close by la an¬ 
other, a little over nine feet 
in diameter at stump height. 

Fifth on the list of recorded 
big firs, was one felled at 
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Great Central Lake Camp 6, 
in the fall of 1939. 

Statistics were: he.ght 225 
feet; 109 inches in diameter on 
stump; scaled at 43.000 fbm.: 
butt log. 24 feet long, weigb^nl 
25 tons; second log was 25 
feet long and 90 inches in 
diameter at the "small" end. 

THE BIG FIR growing 
alongside the highway in Mc¬ 
Millan Park's Cathedral Grove 
is 112 inches in diameter;' its 
merchantable height, approxi 
mately 200 feet. 

The Douglas fir tree from 
which Ihe section on di.<4p'.ay 
in the main lobby of the legis¬ 
lative buildings St Victoria 
was cut. was over 1.000 years 
old and still growing when 
felled in 1952 near Senoen Lake 
in the N^pk^h River (V.l.) 
drainage area. This tree also 
was a sapling during the reign 
of King Alfred the Great 
about halft grown when King 
John signed Magna c:arta at 
Runneyme<fe. and Ivo-lhirds 
grown when Christopher 
Columbus teached America. 

There have also been gia.it 
spruce trees. Gne. fel^ last 
April in the Queen Charlotte 
Islands by the Northern Pupl- 
w'ood Division of Crown Zeller 
bach (Canada! measured 14 
feet across the bolt, iiid scaled 
51,004 board feet. Top of the 
tree had been blown off some 
years, previous. Estimated 
original height was between 
250 and 275 feet. The largest 
reixyrded henjlock, 26.4 feet lu 


circumference, al.so came from 
the Queen Charlottes. 

THE BIC^GEST RED C EDAR 
on record was found 150 milea 
north of Vancouver (exact 
location unstated! wiiich mea¬ 
sured 48 feet in circumference, 
16 feet in diameter, and 60 
feet clMr to the firsi oranch. 

Dimen.sions of one felliKl 
last year at *1*^1 u in River, 
Vancouver Island, by the 
Comox Logging and Railway 
Company, were 13 fet*t six 
inches in diameter at thf butt, 
nine feet at cut, and Scaling 
22.000 feet. 

Another still standing at 
Comox Lake measure 16 te^ 
diameter one way and 15 che 
other, an average diameter of 
15.5 10 feet from the ground. 
Cedars of this size are of little 
value due to the fact that they 
are hollow, in the centre. 

Several famous flagpoles 
came from B.C. forests, mostly 
on Vancouver Island The Kew 
Gardena. London. England, 
pole. 215 feet high butt 33 
inches, top 12 inch'^. came 
from a fir about 300 'eet in 
height. The legislative build¬ 
ings. Victoria, pole is 175 feet 
by 19*1 inches by,7'i inches. 

The Vancouver cuurthou.so 
pole Is 208 feet In height. Uni¬ 
versity of B.C. possesses one \ 
2(X) f€»et Rlgh, 28 inches at 
butt and eight inches at *op, 
Canadian National Exhibition, 
Toronto, has a pole 185 feet 
high 36 inches at base and 10 
inches at top.
